The  Registrar  General's  Estimate  of  the  resident  population  is  8,589, 
which  is  an  increase  of  221  upon  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  population

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has  shown  some  increase  over  a number  of  years,  at  the  census  of  193’1  the 
figure  was  7>898.  The  estimated  average  number  of  persons  per  occupied 
house  figure  was  3*48  and  the  estimated  number  of  persons  per  acre  is 
0.0:99.  The  average  number  of  occupied  dwellings  per  acre  is  0.028.  The 

natural  increase  of  population,  that  is  the  excess  of  live  births  over 
deaths  is  82  which  is  an  increase  of  1 upon  the  figure  recorded  for  the 
area  in  1948. 

BIRTHS;- 

The  total  ntunber  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was  I76, 

(100  males  and  iG  females)  giving  a birth  rate  of  20.5  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  resident  population.  This  shows  an  increase  upon  the  figure  for 
the  previous  year  v/hich  was ‘20,3  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  14  (9  males  and  5 females).  This 
figure  is  six  less  than  the  figure  for  1 948.  The  births  which  occurred 
out  of  v/edlock  formed  7«S^  of  the  total  live  births. 

STILLBIRTHS 

The  number  of  stillbirths  registered  is  2 (females)  four  less  than  the 
number  registered  in  1948.  This  gives  a stillbirth  rate  of  0.23  per  1,000 
resident  population  which  con^^ares  with  the  rates  for  the  year  of  England 
and  Wales  0.39  per  1,000  population.  If  the  number  of  stillbirths  occurr- 
ing is  considered  in  relation  to  the  total  number  of  births  it  is  found  that 
the  stillbirth  rate  is  11.2  per  1,000  total  births. 

DK.THS;- 

Thc  actv  al  number  of  deaths  recorded  as  having  occurred  within  the 
area  ip,  after  the  deduction  of  deaths  of  non-residents  and  addition  of 
deaths  of  residents  occurring  outside  the  area,  94*  This  number  is  formed 
of  54  male  deaths  and  40  female  deaths,  and  on  the  basis  of  the  estimated 
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population  the  crude  death  rate  is  10*9  peJ^  1,000  population.  This  rate 
is  slightly  higher  than  that  for  the  previous  year  (10.6  per  1,000  pop- 
ulation) when  this  rate  is  corrected,  the  adjusted  death  rate  for  the 
Rural  District  is  9<>7  per  1,000  population.  The  death  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  for  the  year  under  reviev/  is  11.7  per  1,000  total  population. 

The  number  of  deaths  during  1 949,  is  5 greater  than  the  number  which 
occurred  in  1 948.  It  vidll  be  noticed  that  the  numbers  of  male  deaths  is 
slightly  higher  than  the  number  of  female  deaths.

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The  commonest  cause  of  death,  as  usual  is  heart  disease,  accounting 
for  36  deaths  (24  males  and  12  females)  giving  a death  rate  from  this  cavise 
of  4.19  per  1,000  population.  Heart  disease  therefore  accounted  for  38,3^ 
of  all  the  deaths  in  the  Rural  District,  and  if  this  cause  is  exajnined 
according  to  sex  44.5?o  of  male  deaths  and  30^^  of  female  deaths  are  included 
in  this  cause.  In  1948,  2870  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  disease  of  the  heairt. 

Cancer  Deaths 

Apart  from  the  mixed  group  No*  36,  All  Other  Causes,  Cancer  of  all 
sites  (heading  Nos.  14#  15#  and  I6)  is  the  second  most  frequent  cause  of 
death,  giving  rise  to  10  deaths  (6  males  and  4 females)  with  a death  rate 
from  this  cause  of  1,1 6 per  1,000  population.  These  figures  are  very 
close  to  those  of  the  previous  year  when  1 0 deaths  from  cancer  of  all  sites 
gave  a death  rate  of  1.1  per  thousand  population. 

Infantile  Deaths 

The  number  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  who  died  is  6 (3  males 
and  3 females),  of  those  one  is  an  illegitimate  infant.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  for  the  Rural  District  is,  therfore  34»1  per  1,000  live 
births  - the  figure  for  England  and  Yfa-les  for  the  year  is  32  per  1,000 
live  births.  The  local  rate  shows  a fall  on  comparison  with  the  rate  for 
1948,-.  . 

Deaths  due  to  Diarrhoea  in  Children  Under  Two  Years  of  Age?- 

Bo  deaths  are  attributed  to  diarrhoea  in  children  under  two  years  of 
age;  the  death  rate  from  this  cause  is  therefore  nil. 

Deaths  from  Notifiable  Infectious  Disease 

Pneumonia  is  the  only  notifiable  infectious  disease  which  is  recorded 
as  having  caused  the  death  of  one  male.  The  death  rate  from  this  cause  is 
0,12  per  1,000  population  - a rate  i lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales 
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of  0.80  per  1,000  population.  In  19A-8,  five  deaths  v/ere  attributed  to 
pneumonia  and  the  death  rate  from  this  cause  for  that  year  is  0.6  per  1,000 
population. 

Tub  or culos is ; - 

The  only  death  occrarring  duo  to  tuberculosis  was  a female  death  from 
the  non-pulmonary  form  of  the  disease.  The  local  death  rate  from  tuberc- 
ulosis is  0.12  per  1,000  population  which  is  to  be  compared  with  the  rate 
for  England  and  Y[ales  for  the  year  of  0.45  per  1,000  population. 

In  the  previous  year,  six  deaths  v/ere  caused  by  tuberculosis  and  the 
death  rate  for  the  Rural  Districtqfor  that  year  was  0.7  per  1,000  population.

Hospitals

of  the  inho.bitants  of  the  District.  Transport  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease  is  provided  by  the  ambulance  stationed  at  the  Stretton  Sugwas 
Hospital.

Water ; •" 

As  the  area  is  a large  Rural  District,  the  v/ater  supplies  are  provid- 
ed luainly  by  small  separate  sources.  Many  dvyellings  depend  upon  private 
shallow  wells.  In  addition  there  are  a number  of  small  private  piped 
schemes  and  piped  supplies  provided  by  the  Rural  District  Council  in  the 
pa.rishes  of  Longtown,  Clifford,  and  Dorstone.  The  Council  continued  the 
management  of  the  water  scheme  installed  at  the  former  Madley  R.A.P.  estab- 
lishment v/hich  gives  a piped  supply  of  potable  water  in  Kingstone  and 
Madley  and  also  supplies  part  of  the  Hereford  Rural  District. 

This  system  usdSc  v/ater  from  the  River  VJye  v/hich  is  chemically  treated 
and  chlorinated.  The  pumping  station  lies  within  the  boundary  of  the  Here- 
ford Rural  District.  It  provides  water  of  potable  quality  for  the  use  of 
persons  who  are  living  in  the  former  R.A.P.  buildings,  and  other  dwellings 
and  premises  in  the  vicinity.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Council 
came  to  an  agreement  with  the  Hereford  Rural  District  Council  for  the 
formation  of  a Jdint  Water  Board  to  manage  this  supply. 

The  piped  schemes  in  the  parishes  of  Clifford,  Dorstone  and  Longt/own 
utilise  springs  arising  upon  high  ground  and  feed  the  main  systems  by 
gravitation.  No  purification  plant  is  necessary  for  any  of  these  small 
schemes,  each  of  which  supplies  a portion  of  the  parish.

The  v/ater  of  the  Clifford  scheme  is  somewhat  peaty,  but  none  of  the 
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■waters  used  for  donostio  supply  v/ithin  the  axea  appear  to  have  any  apprec- 
iable effect  upon  metals,  and  v>/atennraains  are  usually  of  iron.  There  are 
three  stand-pipes  in  use  on  the  Clifford  scheme. 

During  the  year,  shortage  of  water  was  still  experienced  in  Clifford 
parish,  although  an  additional  storage  tank  of  20,000  gallons  capacity  -was 
installed  some  time  ago.  For  a time  it  appeared  to  improve  the  supplies 
but  subsequent  shortage  shov/ed  that  there  was  a significant  fall  in  the 
amount  of  water  collectedo  An  additional  spring  was  brought  into  the 
collecting  system. 

In  addition  to  these  piped  schemes  provided  by  the  Local  Authority, 
there  are  a number  of  other  small  pi^Dcd  schemes  owned  by  pri-/ate  owners. 

A list  of  the  more  important  of  these  was  given  in  the  Annual  Report  for, 
1538*  Eleven  now  small  piped  schemes  v/oro  contructed  by  private  persons. 

Gtenerally  speaking,  the  area  is  not  adequately  supplied  with  -water, 
and  shortage  of  v/ater  in  parts  of  the  area  does  occur  during  the  simmer 
months.  Shenmore,  I\/!adley,  Abbeydore  and  Clifford  wore  affected  this  -way. 
O'ving  to  technical  defects  in  the  pumping  plant,  iiadley  mains  failed  at 
one  time,  and  the  system  is  non  tee  reliable. 

There  are  nmnerous  private  wells  which  serve  as  supplies  for  one  or 
tvro  dwellings  not  without  some  success  as  regards  the  quantity  of  -water 
available. 

Owing  to  the  veiy  large  number  of  water  supplies  in  use  throughout  the 
Rural  District,  it  is  very  difficult  to  exercise  control  of  the  quality  of 
water  consumed  for  potable  and  other  pi^rposes.  All  the  piped  supplies 

provided  by  the  Local  xiUfehority  give  v^rater  of  good  potable  quality.  The 
small  piped  schemes  in  the  hands  of  private  o-wnors,  are,  generally  speaking 
of  reasonable  potable  quality.  The  quality  of  the  vm.ter  yielded  by  the 
numerous  individual  wells  and  springs  is  of  -variable  quality. 
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Tov/ards  the  ond  of  tho  yoar^  a deterioration  of  the  quality  of  the 
water  supplied  to  tho  S.d.P.  no.ins  in  Kingstone  and  liadley  parishes  was 
dotectedo  Technical  difficulties  at  tho  piin5>ing  station  v/ero  contribut- 
ory. Tho  Council  is  faced  with  difficulty  in  exorcising  control  over 
this  supply  and  the  present  position  needs  trial  before  the  efficiency  of 
control  cc.n  be  estimated. 

This  supply  is  the  only  v/ater  supply  within  tho  area  to  v/hich  purif- 
ication treatment  is  given,  this  is  because  the  untreated  water  is  River 
Water,  No  sojnples  were  ta.kon  from  tho  river  wr.ter  as  sejiiples  taken  at 
V0.rious  points  during  the  past  have  shovm  the  Wye  water  to  be  of  the 
t usual  charo..Eter  of  such  rivers.  Hov/evor,  12  samples  of  the  treated 

water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  11  were  of  good 
poto.ble  standard,  and  one  could  not  be  regarded  as  of  potable  quality  as 
it  showed  some  deterioration  of  the  usualahigh  standard.  One  sample  of 
this  wa.tcr  v/as  taJoon  from  a tap  and  sent  to  tho  Public  Analyst  for 
chemical  examination,  this  shov/od  an  excess  of  free  chlorine. 

Geology 

The  whole  of  tho  a.rea  is  formed  of  the  old  red  sandstone  of  tho 
Devonian  System. 

► 

Draina.go  a-nd  Sev/orage;- 

Thore  are  no  public  sev/ers  within  the  Rural  District.  In  the 
parishes  of  Kingstone  a.nd  i/Iadley  ajisystem  of  sowers  contracted  during  tho 
Wa.r  in  connection  with  the  R.A.P.  establishment  remained  unchanged.  The 
Council  continued  tho  management  of  tho  sewage  disposal  works  receiving 
the  effluent  of  these  sewers.  The  works  are  of  considerable  si  % and 
contain  settlement  tanks,  rota.ry  biological  filters  a,nd  sludge  tanks. 

The  flow  of  sov/age  at  present  being  doalth  with  is  well  within  tho  capac- 
ity of  the  works. 
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Fifty  six  now  drains  were  constructed  for  dwelling  houses,  and  4-0  for 
other  preniseso  The  niiinber  of  existing  drains  repaired  or  reconstructed 
v/as  6.  The  number  of  drain  tests  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  was 
96, 


Rivers  and  Streams 

The  Rural  District  contains  and  is  bounded  by  a number  of  rivers. 

The  River  Wye  in  the  north  forms  part  of  the  boundary  of  the  area  as  it 
flov/s  from  Hay  to  Clifford  and  then  to  Bredv/ardine . This  stretch  is  re- 

markable for  the  beauty  of  the  scenery. 

In  the  west  of  the  area  the  River  Monnow  rises  above  Craswall  and 
^ follows  a roughly  south-easterly  course.  It  passes  Llanveynoe,  Longto’m 

and  Y/alterstone,  turns  eastward  to  Monmouth  Gap  where  it  is  joined  by  its 
tributory  the  river  Dore,  which  has  flowed  down’  tho  Golden  Valley,  The 
Monnow  then  pursues  a winding  course  until  Kentchurch  is  reached  where  it 
leaves  thebbomdary  of  the  District  on  its  way  down  to  Monmouth.  The 
course  of  the  River  Monnow  within  the  District  measures  several  miles. 

The  Eskley  Brook  has  it  s source  above  Ivlichaelr  church  and  flows  in  a 
direction  parallel  to  the  upper  course  of  the  Monnow  which  it  joins 
belov/  Longtovm,  Still  further  to  the  es.st,  the  .small  Dulas  Brook 
follows  a oireuiad?'  course  and  joins  the  River  Dore  at  Pontrilas.  The 

River  Dore  originates  above  Peterchurch  and  is  famous  in  legend.  It 

follows  a similar  "/outh  easterly  course  to  Vowchurch  passing  Abbeydore. 
After  its  union  with  the  Dulas  Brook  it  joins  the  Monnow  in  the  vicinity 
of  Kentchurch, 

So  far  as  these  rivers  are  related  to  the  District,  they  form  a 
group  of  rural  streajns,  unequitable  for  navigation  and  quite  clean. 

Closet  Accommodation 

The  principal  type  of  closet  in  use  within  the  area  is  the  pail 
closet  but  the  privy  is  found  only  slightly  loss  frequently.  Efforts

I 
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to  secure  conversions  continued  throughout  the  year,  8 privies  v/’ere  con- 
verted to  pail  closets.  A further  26  privies  v/ere  converted  to  water 
closets  and  12  pail  closets  were  convdrted  to  Water  Closets.  There  rem- 
ains ample  scope  for  further  convezaims^  , for  many  years,  owing  to  the 
few  piped  vra.ter  schemes  the  opportunity  of  conversion  is  very  limited. 

In  the  course  of  the  yeaz’  86  nev/  Water  Closets  v/ere  provided  at  the 
l^dley  camp. 

Pi.;b  lie  Cleans  ing : - 

The  Council  does  not  uiidertake  the  collection  and  disposal  of  domest- 
ic or  trade  refuse,  nor  does  it  carry  out  the  cleansing  of  cesspools  and 
privies.  Some  difficulty  v/ith  regard  to  the  indiscriminate  disposal  of 
domestic  refuse,  arises  from  tnae  to  time.  In  the  former  Ifedley  R.A.F. 
Station  a relatively  large  number  of  persons  live  and  a significant  amount 
of  domestic  refuse  arises.  In  the  absence  of  a regular  system  of  coll- 
ection this  area,  is  ra.pidly  becoming  covered  v/ith  accummulations  of 
refuse.  It  is  essential  to  prevent  injury  to  health  for  a regular  coll- 
ection to  bo  commenced  at  tlie  ea.rliest  moment. 

Shops  and  Offices;- 

^ No  fomal  action  was  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  but 

26  inspections  of  these  promises  were  made  during  the  yeaor. 

Svdmming  Ba.ths  and  Pools: - 

There  are  no  swimming  ba.ths  or  pools  open  to  the  public  on  payment 
within  the  ajrea. 

CarapiriR  Sites :- 

The  District  contains  much  wonderful  scenery,  for  the  Black  Mountains 
form  the  v/estern  bounda.ry,  and  the  area  is  a .land  of  silver  rivers  and 
border  castles,  rich  in  legend  and  in  historical  associations. 
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Novortheloss,  it  does  not  ai^poar  tobbe  so  attractive  to  canipers  as 
some  other  areas,  and  comping  constitutes  no  significant  public  health 
problem  at  the  present  time. 

Tv/o  sites  v/ere  used  for  camping  purposes  during  1949)  the  maximum 
number  of  campers  present  vdthin  the  area  on  any  one  day  is  estimated  at 
Go  persons  which  is  an  increase  on  the  numiber  for  the  previous  yea.r.  No 
licences  were  issued  by  the  Council  with  respect  to  camping  sites  under 
Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Two  harvest  canps  v/ere  provided  and  maintained  by  the  County  .agric- 
ultural Executive  Coimnittee.  These  were  fery  satisfactory  and  required 
the  minimum  of  supervision. 

Eradication  of  Bed-Bugs 

No  dv/ellings  were  found  to  be  infested  vdth  bed  bugs.  V/hen  such 
infestations  have  been  discovered  it  is  the  usual  practise  of  the  Council 
to  call  upon  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  spray  the  premises  with  the  insect- 
icide knovm  as  Zaldicide  or  other  similar  preparationso  V/hilst  this 
method  may  not  bo  quite  so  certain  as  the  use  of  hydrogen  cyandide,  it  is 
attended  by  little  risk  to  life.

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SECTION  D.  - HOUSBTG:- 

Progress  of  the  Council's  "building  programme,  for  the  provision  of  nev/ 
dwellings  continued  to  make  slow  progress,  although  8 new  dwellings  were 
completed  "by  the  end  of  the  year.  These  are  distributed  in  three  parishes, 
two  being  situated  in  Ev^yas  Harold,  four  in  Clifford,  and  two  in  Orcop. 

In  addition  to  these  completed  dwellings,  two  Council  Houses  were  under  con- 
struction in  E'wyas  Harold  but  were  incomplete  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

This  somewhat  slow  progress  may  be  attributed  to  a number  of  causes. 

The  nature  of  the  area  is  not  favourable  to  speedy  erection  of  buildings,  it 
contaihs  many  hills  and  roads  are  frequently  long  and  difficult.  Suitable 
building  sites  are  not  easily  obtained,  the  inadequacy  of  water  supplies 
being  particularly  prone  to  cause  difficulty. 

Private  persons,  by  the  erection  of  dwellings,  made  slight  contribution 
to  the  housing  accommodation  by  completing  one  dwelling  in  Cusop  parish, 
whilst  one  new  house  was  under  construction  in  Clifford,  and  one  in  iladley, 
and  a further  pair  being  under  construction  in  Kentithurch. 

Madley  R.A.F. 

The  old  buildings  in  this  former  R.A.P.  establishment  continued  to  be 
occupied  throughout  the  year  bj?  homeless  families,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  families  comprising  about  1 , 000  persons  were  accommodated.  Further 
dilapidation  occurred  in  many  of  these  buii^ing^,  and  measures  to  protect 
the  inhabitants  from  the  weather  proved  somewhat  costly  and  ineffective. 

The  fact  is,  that  these  buildings  are  approaching  the  end  of  their  useful,  ness 
and  must  be  replaced  by  dwellings  of  orthodox  typo. 

A serious  effort  wa.s  made  by  the  Council  to  improve  conditions  in  a 
number  of  v/ays  on  this  lo-rge  estate  of  temporary  habitsutions.  The  absence 
of  a systematic  collection  of  domestic  refuse  continued  to  cause  anxiety, 
this  v/ill  not  be  removed  until  an  efficient  collection  is  in  operation. 


A number  of  families  were  allowed  to  move  into  less  dilapidated 
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buildings  and  these  latter,  being  beyond  further  use  as  habitations,  v/ero  then 
dismantled,  Y/ith  regard  to  some  of  the  buildings  of  a more  permanent  nature, 
the  v/ork  of  conversion  into  improved  dwellings  continued,  buildings  of  this 
nature  when  converted  provided  moderately  satisfactory  accommodation.  In 
addition  the  Council  provided  cooking  stoves  and  closets  in  a number  of  these 
temporary  dwellings, 

Ta-  •'he  t'stahj  .awitineed.  in  ■c;ho  hands  of  ivL'’,  Peers,  vdio 

continued  to  handle  the  many  problems  Vi^hich  arose  v/ith  tact  and  efficiency. 

It  is  doubtful  if  much  in  the  v/ay  of  further  conversions  can  produce 
e.ny  significant  iirprovement  upon  this  estate,  and  the  possibility  of  the  use 
of  some  of  the  sites  for  the  purpose  of  erection  of  nev;  dwellings  merits 
further  consideration  by  the  Council,  Certain  of  these  sites  are  provided 
Y/ith  water  supply,  drainage  a.nd  o.  ro8.dway,  v/hich  must  have  some  value  in 
connection  v/ith  building. 

It  is  obvious  tha;^  a number  of  the  existing  buildings  are  rapidly  becom- 
ing unfit  for  human  habitation  and  new  accommodation  ws  required  for  a number 
of  families. 

Recent  figures  prepared  by  Mr,  YTilliams  the  Rent  Collector  show  that  200 
families  desire  to  reside  in  this  area,  and  the  provision  of  permanent  dwell- 
ings for  these  residents  is  urgently  necessary®

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  there  were  25  dwellings  known  to  be  over- 
crov/ded  and  during  the  year,  11  new  cases  came  to  the  notice  of  the  Department. 
However,  it  v/as  possible  to  relieve  3 cases,  so  that  the  number  of  dwellings 
known  to  be  overcrov/ded  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  33* 

It  is  impossible  to  keep  informed  of  all  the  changes  of  occupancy  which 
occur  in  the  District,  it  ms.y  be  that  this  figure  somewhat  under  estimates 
the  overcrowding  position.  However,  the  solution  of  this  problem  can  rest 
only  in  the  provision  of  nev/  dwellings. 
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The  District  contains  a significant  number  of  dv/ellings  which  fall  far 
short  of  modern  housing  standards,  but  little  progress  v/as  made  in  bringing 
these  up  to  a reasonable  standard  of  fitness.  The  primary  housing  need  of 
the  area  still  appears  to  be  the  erection  of  new  dwellings.  With  the 
passage  of  time  and  the  continuance  of  difficult  conditions  in  the  building 
trades,  the  maintenance  of  houses  in  a reasonable  state  of  repair  remains 
a problem  of  some  magnitude.

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SECTION  E.  - INSPECTION  SUPERVISION  OF  PQOD;- 
Milkt- 

At  tho  beginning  of  the  year,  there  v/ere  392  purveyors  of  milk  registered 
with  tho  Council  under  tho  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1949*  Hov/ever,  on  1st 
October,  throe  nc\r  Regulations  came  into  operation,  those  o.re  the  Milk  and  Dai- 
ries Regulations,  1 949>  the  Milk  (Special  Designa.tion)  (Rav/ I'/Iilk)  Regulations, 
1949  and  the  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk)  Reguilations,  1949*  Very 
briefly  the  effect  of  these  Regulations  was  the  transfer  of  the  supervision  of 
milk  producers  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  leaving  the 
supervision  of  milk  distributors  to  the  Council.  At  tho  end  of  the  year,  2 
milk  distributors  were  registered  with  the  Loc  huthority. 

There  are  no  plants  for  tho  pasteurisation  of  milk  situated  within  the 
District,  and  no  supplementary  licences  for  the  sa.le  of  pasteurised  milk  v/ere 
issued  by  the  Council.  There  was  no  evidence  that  any  acute  infectious  dis- 
eases v/as  caused  by  the  consumption  of  milk  sold  v/ithin  the  area.  No  pasteur- 
ised or  heat  treated  milk  appears  to  be  sold. 

Ico-Creojn;- 

The  sale  of  this  food  appears  to  bo  very  limited,  but  one  registi  . bion 
for  the  manufacture  and  two  for  the  sale  and  storage  of  ice  cream  v/ore  granted 
by  the  Council.  The  number  of  inspections  made  of  these  premises  was  8. 

V/ater  Cress ?- 

The  sale  of  water  cress  appears  to  be  insignificant  as  it  grows  naturally 
in  the  area.  No  action  was  required  in  connection  v/ith  sales  of  this  food. 

Shell  Fish:- 

Tho  sale  of  occasional  j;^s  or  tins  of  preserved  shell  fish  appears  to 
embrace  the  sale  of  shell  fish  v/ithin  tho  District,  No  action  was  necessary 
v/ith  regard  to  this  food. 
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There  are  no  slaughterhouses  now  in  use  within  the  District,  as  all 
J 1 meat  is  supplied  from  the  Central  Abbattoirs.  The  inspection  of 
meat  is  limited  to  that  e^qjosed  for  sale  in  butcher's  shops  and  the  San- 
itary Inspector  made  such  inspections.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  most  prevalent  disease  was  measles  which 
gave  rise  to  36  notifications.  Over  half  of  these  occurred  during  the 
second  quarter,  this  quarter  being  that  of  maximum  incidence.  The  sexes 
were  about  equally  infected  and  the  disease  was  mild  with  no  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough 

The  incidence  of  whooping  cough  was  very  low  only  ^ notifications 
being  received.  This  is  partly  due  to  the  fact  that  in  1948  was  the  high 
est  ever  recorded.,  since  the  disease  was  compulsorily  notifiable.  The 
disease  was  mild  and  no  deaths  were  caused. 

Pneumonia:- 

There  were  9 cases  of  pneumonia  notified  the  same  number  as  in  1948. 
These  occurred  throughout  the  year,  apart  from  the  second  quarter  which 
yielded  no  notifications. 
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Pneumonia  was  the  only  acute  infectious  notifiable  disease  causing  the 
death  of  a male  person. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Only  two  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  in  the  third  quarter  of 
the  year.  In  the  previous  year  the  number  of  cases  was  11. 

Dysentery  (Sonne),  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  and  Acute  Polipmyelitis  each 
gave  rise  to  one  notification.  The  poliomyelitis  case  was  of  paralybic 
type  with  extensive  paralysis  of  both  legs  with  considerable  disability, 
but  was  not  fatal.  The  patient  is  still  under  treatment. 

The  year,  1949  can  be  regarded  as  one  particularly  free  from  infectious 
disease.

At  the  end  of  1948,  there  were  63  cases  of  tuberculosis  on  the  Register, 
47  Pulmonary  and  I6  nonr-pulmonary.  During  the  year  10  cases  were  added 
to  the  register  7 pulmonary  and  3 non-pulmonary,  of  these  7 pulmonary  and  2 
non-pulmonary  were  with  respect  to  new  cases.  During  the  year  6 cases 
were  removed  from  the  Register,  2 pulmonary  and  4 non-pulmonary,  and  on  the 
31st  December,  1949^  67  cases  remained  on  the  Register,  51  pulmonary  and 
16  non-pulmonary.  There  was  one  death  from  tuberculosis  and  three  cases 
recovered.
